Landmark of Justice 
In the days when German mili- 
tary power was at Its height, the 
enemies of racism used lo dream 
what seemed a hopeless dream. It 
was a clay when Ihe defeated Nazi 
leaders would be brought to 
the 


bnr of justice for trial by interna- 
tional tribunal representing outrag- 
•\'fl humanity. 
'•''That, it seemed, would be 
the 
great moment of vindication in 
world history. Actually, the Nctirn- 
bcrg war crimes trial was some- 
what impressive; The arch crimi- 
nal Hitler was not there. And what 
promised to be the most spectacu- 
lar "courtroom drama" ot all time 
assumed a ponderous pace as the 
court ground and .sifted a great 
grist of evidence for more than 10 
months. 
There were flashes of drama, lo 
be sure. But gradually the trial 
, -'jppcd back in the paper 
from 
l^age One, and many of its report- 
ers slipped away to fresher assign- 
ments. Even the thousands of crim- 
es of Nazidom, when cataloged and 
recounted in the Palace of Justice, 
benumbed the mind by their sheer 
massive weight. 
Perhaps, too, we thought of the 


defendants loo much as the rag-tag 
mob that they were as they sat in 
the dock. The contrast between this 
pallid, haggard rabble and 
their 
former strutting, overdressed 
ar- 


rogance could not be overlooked or 
discounted. Yet there was the tem- 
ptation, as wo read of the snivel- 
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ing and buck - passing in 
those 21 men indulged, to 


which 
allow 


pa'sTcrimes to shrink io the pres- 
ent stalurc of the criminals. 


But the high drama and immen- 


se significance returned to the tri- 
al at its close. That is fortunate, 
for it may help the world's millions 
who suffered from 
nazism 
and 


fought it and hated it to realize the 
full truth 
that the trial of the 


Nazi criminals was indeed a land- 
mark in Iho history bf law 
and 


ijislicc. 
The physical exislance of a crim- 


inal, even of such criminals 
as 
these, is of little ultimate import- 
ance. Bcnito Mussilini and 
Adolf 


Hitler died violently in the midst of 
such violence as thcr passing was 
only of rmmcntary concern. 
The

Berlin, Oct. 14 —W)— Some sol- 
diers in the American army of oc- 
cupalion say they arc pcrlexed . 
They say that what they would 


like to know from President Tru- 
man, Secretary Byrnes and others 
in authority is: 


"Arc we now lo be kind lo the 


Germans? Arc we to conclude ilvil 
sentences in Nuernberg and other 
war crimes trials count for expira- 
tion of German war guilt and are 
we, maybe, to try to out-do the 
oilier occupying powers in being 
nice to the people we conquered?" 
The questions were put by 
a 
combat veteran over coffc in a 
Red Cross canteen today as 
he 


leaped through "Stars and Stripes" 
the army newspaper. 


The soldier, a corporal, said that 


the contest of today's paper pretty 
well mirrored his confusion. 


"Now 
here," said the corporal, 


"on the front page is a story from 
Berlin about a German girl gel- 
ling an exit permit lo go lo Amer- 
ica to marry an American she met 
here. I don'l know Ihc people but 
1 know Uiis — she's still an enemy 


baskelbabll. It says that in Berlin 
military government authorized an 
American-German ping-pong tour- 
nament and invited Germans 
lo 


attend as fans in

gymnasium. What, no beer

This morning the beady eyed lit- 
tle man, who openly advocated ex- 
termination of Jews, told a prison 
psychologist lo be sure lo impart 
his message to the oilier ten who 
will die with him: 
"They must not be low but must 


be brave and strong.-" 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop's mind 


reverted to his wartime 
experi- 


ences as Hitler's foreign, mjnlslcr 
as he bent under the strain
